Villa. 1In his place was Installed General
Roque Gonzales Garza, who had formerly been
secretary to President Madero. Nobody sup-
poses that he will hald the place for more
than a few dayvs or weeks., It was reported
that the followers of Villa wers preparing
t-:\ abandon the city of Mexlco, and thiat the
Carranza faction would perhaps be allowed
to regain pospession of the caplital, Villa was
enld to be planning for 4 northern Republie,
which would include the Swutes lyving along
the American border. It does not seem 1lkely
that peaca and prosperity for Mexico are to
come by the procesa of partititioning the
country, though even that Is a possible solu-
tion. Villa's cholce for the civil headship is
General Fellps Angeles, whose relative fitness
geemn (o be acknowledged.

What Is Watchful Waiting?

In "Dur Duty In Mexico™ (2), the Inde-
pendent reaffirms 1ts Indorsement of the Pres-
ldent's policy, but admits that It v puzzlod:

From the beginning of his Administration
we have supported the President’s Mexlean
pollcy. We have done so because we be-
leved it to be founded on a perfectly sound
basla. We belleve with the President that
every people has the right to determine {is
own form of government. We sympathlge
with the aspirations of the Mexicans to rule
themselvea. We hope that they will ultl-
mately achleve politleal liberty, We would
not have the United States Interfere with
their endeavors to work out thelr own po-
litleal deatiny in thelr own way.

Mr. Wilson has set up watchful! waiting
ns thes keynote of his Mexican policy. But
he has repeatedly, though spasmodicnlly,
ncted In quite another way, As one result of
his actlons, as distingulshed from his beliefs,
17T American flghting men died and more than
100 Mexicans have been killed by Americon
arms. As another, the American navy has
captured a Meaxican city and the American
army has ruled that clty for months, An
anotheér, three great South American powers
have Intervened to save us from war with
a Mexican Administration, 1Is all this watch-
ful waiting?

An article on "Mexico and Human Libarty"
leuves with the reader soveral unanswered
questlona (3}

At Indinnapolls the President Indicated
broadly but cleariy his nttitude toward Mex-
{co—one of complate and scrupulous ahsten-
tion. The Presldent s assuredly right in
giving to the Mexicans the utmost practic-
able opportunity of recovering thelr salf-
poeseasion and of establlshing some kind of
political order. Ha 18 right In sympathising
with thelr devotion to natlonal independence,
Armed Intervéntion by this country In Mex-
leo would bring with it consequences, bur-
dens and riaks which might be more costly
to the American than to the Mexican people,
But Is the President wise In serving notlce on
the Mexionn generals that no matter how
wantonly they flght among themselves, thelr
fighting la consecrated in the pams of human
liberty and s sufe from outside Interference?

Ars the Mexlcans not much mora llkely to
composs thelr differences in cuse they are
asked to recognize the existence of un uinl-
mate Interndational pollce power and of ts
poasible application to their dissensionn?

And |s tha President wise In belleving that
the Buropean nations and the American peo-
ple will continua to shars his uttityde of an-
tire reaponsibllity for an indefinitely perpetu-
ated condition of anarchy in Mexico?

There {8 much to be sald for “watohful
walting” as a tentative Mexican poliey, but
not even ths most reckless passion for the
word llberty can juatify its trapsformation
into an immaculate and absolute dogma.

What the Ex-Presidents Think

It | not to be expected that our two ex-
Presidenta, Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosavelt,
should take o sympathetic view of anything
President Wilson does, They differ too funda-
mantally, in temperument us well s politics,
They have not, however, hesitated to express
thelr opinlons, and they are guoted In an ar-
ticle, *"Uncls Bam and the Mexlcan Buszz-
Baw"™ (4):

Mr. Roosevelt fires & bropdside at the Ad-
ministration.
